Ottawa, October 8th.—A grmt out- 
cry haa been made In a aectlon of tbe 
press during tbe last couple of weeks 

on account of the disoriminatfen en¬ 
forced by Germany against Canadian 
whear, as an outcome of tbe denun¬ 
ciation by Great Britain of fche-*Ger- 
inan and Belgian treatlee at tbe in¬ 
stigation of the Canadian Government. 
This discrimination is alleged to bare 
seriously affected the wheat trade be¬ 
tween Canada and Germany and tbe 
disadvantage thus occasioned to Can¬ 
adian exporters is of oourse instantly 
placed to the credit of the Government. 

The fact appears to be entirely over¬ 
looked that the action of the Imperial 
authorities in this matter was received 
with loud acclaims and every indi¬ 
cation of approval at the time it 
occurred. The Imperial Federal League 
now the British Empire League, an 
institution that stands for all that is 
ultra-loyal and Imperialistic, approved 
the denunciation with almost extrava¬ 
gant enthusiasm, and 8ir Charles Tap¬ 
per, himself a past president of the 
Canadian branch of the organization, 
Mr. McNeil,- and other prominent im¬ 
perialists in the Opposition ranks 
joined hands with the supporters of 
the Government in approving of the 
denunciation. It is not complimentary 
to the intelligence of these gentlemen 
to suppose for one moment that they 
did not foresee tho very natural attempt 
at reprisal with which Germany would 
meet the action of the Home govern- 
mont. 

A GREAT MATTER TRULY. 

After all the matter is a small one 
in the sum total, and while no market 
is too insignifioant to be wantonly cut 
off, tho small sum of $12,600, which 
Germany took in Wh^at fCom tbe 
Dominion last year, is not worthy of 
the prominence that has been given to 
it, particularly when there is a ready 
market elsewhere for all the wheat 
that Canada has so far been able to 
produce. The immense improvement 
in Canada's position in the old world 
more than offsets this slight disadvan¬ 
tage a thousand times, and it is in the 
consideration of the year's national 
business as a whole that the results of 
a policy must bo considered. Viewed 
in this practical and only fair way, 
the Government has no occasion to 
fear the verdict, nor the country the 
#»8ults of the changed tariff con¬ 
ditions. 

tiie major’s emphatic denial. 

The long expected official report of 
Major Walsh, ex-administrator of the 
Yukon, has been submitted to the 
Miuister of tbe Interior, and its con¬ 
tents made public. Tbe most interest¬ 
ing section of it just now, is that 
which deals with tiie grist of charges 
against the Government Officials in 
tiie Yukon. Of these Major Walsh 
speaks tersely and emphatically 
“These reports are absolutely false. 
During my stay in Dawson I several 
times requested the public to send in 
any charges "they had and also 
request was made at a mass meeting 
but not a single charge was presented.” 
Further down he, repeats “ I sent out 
inquiries every where,' asking the peo¬ 
ple if they had any charges against 
officials to hand them in to me, and 
they would bo thoroughly investigated. 
Not one charge was laid against any 
official of the Government.” Continu¬ 
ing tho Major points out that this 
spirit of rostiveness under the restraint 
of law and authority, is the usual 
experience of a country where the 
oldest residents were unaccustoned to 
that sort of thing and the new comers, 
of whom he says 20,000 of .all nation¬ 
alities flocked in, in a few weeks time, 
were dissatisfied with that which was 
different to what they had been accus¬ 
tomed in their own country, continuing 
“ when regulations could not be made 
to suit all of those varied elements of 
population, the officials, aud tho law

The late Prince Bismarck, although 
known as o man of blood and Iron, was 
remarkable for his ready wit and bis n«<rer 
falling alertness In any emergency. A few 
years before his death ho was surprised hy 
a delegation of peasants from his family 
estate, Hchoenhausou. They had 001110 to 
ask him to chooso their village cemetery 
fM his final resting place. 

"It can’l be,” replied Bismarck aalnily. 
‘The oondltlons of your cemetery do not 
agree with my rhoumatlsm, and I have no 
doslro to bring my gout with mo Into tliff 
gravo.” 

Naturally bravo and often rockloss In 
tho fnco of danger,-Bismarck shunned 
nothing when a life was to be saved. As 
a young lieutenant ho risked his own life 
to save that of his drowning servant. Ho 
reeolvod tho modal “for saving of human 
life,” and he continued to woar it on nil 
coromonlous occasions until ho withdrew 
from public life. Once soino high person- 
age. proud of his titles and decorations, 
noticed tho Insignificant' little modal on 
the broast Of Bismarck and asked sneer- 
Ingly, “What does tlint thing mean?” 

"Not much,” wiRl Bismarck, "only 
that I ntn lutlio hubltof saving a life now 
and then. M 

Ho was a man of tho world whenever 
he wnntod to bo so and an excellent talk¬ 
er. These qualities surprised no one more 
than tho empress of Franco, who, like most 
of her countrywomen, was Inclined to 
conceive Bismarck as a rude, cold blooded, 
clumsy brute of the old uncivilized Teu¬ 
tons, who led a primitive life In tho vir¬ 
ginal forests of Germany, dividing their 
host Ho attentions between boars, lionrs 
and Romans. It was she who said of him, 
"Mnts 11 out plus oauHourqu’un Fran¬ 
cois I” 

Whllo Austria remained tho head of tho 
Federation of German States and Bis¬ 
marck nttendod tho federal council nt 
Frankfort as tho representative of Prussia 
he hml many dealings and as many semi- 
hostile encounters with tho Austrian prov¬ 
ident of tho council, Count Thun, whom 
bo viewed with unlimited disgust. Onco 
lie called on Thun, who received him in 
his shirt sleeves. Bismarck proceeded to 
pull off his own coat without a moment’s 
hesitation, saying, "Indood, count, it is 
very hot in your room I” 

Tho count jumped from his chair and 
hastened to put on his coat, nt tho Mime 
tlmo pouring out apologies. On tho occa¬ 
sion of another visit Thun was seated nt 
Ills writing desk smoking nml with an 
open box of cigars In front of hJm. Ho 
asked Bismarck to wait for a few mo¬ 
ments, but offered him nothing to smoko. 
Bismarck, who was an enthusiastic devo¬ 
tee of tho weed, suffered In sllonoo for a 
few moments and then walked up to tho 
desk and deliberately picked out a cigar 
under the nosjyjf tho startled count, and 
onco more that gentleman hod to apolo¬ 
gize. 

Bismarck’s fondness for tobacco lasted 
till his death In spite of all protests from 
his physician. All the faithful Dr. Schwen¬ 
inger could do was to hnvo tho strong ci¬ 
gars of earlier years supplanted by long 
stemmed, well cleaned pipes. On tho day 
beforo bis death Bismarck smokod five of 
these 

“Ho lies like an official news bureau,” 

S xclalmed Bismarck once In tho Prussian 
let. 

Bismarck was always dlsllkod hy tho 
diplomatists of tho olil«chool, whoso tricks 
and conceits ho despised. Ho confounded 
their clever plans tlmo and again by an 
almost overbearing uso of the triith. In 
tho spring of 180b, when tho war against 
Austria was nothing* but a possibility, 
Bismarck, who was then president of the 
Prussian cablnot, attended a dinner given 
by the minister of Saxony. Tho Countess 
Hohentlml, who snt by his sido, was In¬ 
considerate enough to ask, "Is It truo that 
your excellency Intends to go to war with 
Austria?" 

"Certainly, my dear countess,” replied 
Bismarck in his blandest manner. “I 
have thought of nothing else slnco 1 en¬ 
tered tho cabinet Our guns are ready, 
and you will soon find thut they fire su¬ 
perior to tho Austrian artillery.” 

"But, then, you must give me soino 
friendly advice,” said tho countess. "I

FISH AS FOOD. 


Thera Is No Evidence That It gupplles 
Phosphorus to the Drain. 

Why is fish called a brain dlot? Does It 
really nourish tho brain more than other 
articles of food? What kinds of fish are 
best In this respect, and does the method 
of cooking make any difference—that Is, 
Is boiled or friod fish better? 

A chemical examination of fish show’s 
that It contains a considerable amount of 
phosphorus. A chemical examination of 
the human brain show’s that it also con¬ 
tains a considerable amount of phosphorus. 
From this fact tho chemist jumps to tho 
conclusion that fish must lie especially 
good as u brain food, but thcro is not tho 
slightest experimental ovidonco to support 
this theory. On ^io other lmml, It is a 
well attested fact thut thoso comm unities 
and tribes of men which subsist most 
largely upon fish are the lowest in the 
scale of human development. Tho Tlerra 
del Fuoglans live almost exclusively on 
raw fish and are perhaps tho lowest of all 
human beings. A young student In a 
western oollege once wrote to Artemus 
Ward asking how much fish ho thought 
he should eat to supply his dully mental 
needs. The wit roplled that ho thought 
a small whale would bo about suited to 
his requirements. 

Fish, like other forms of flesh, are most 
digestible oaten raw, but as few palates 
could tulorotc tho flavor of raw flsh It may 
be suggested that broiling or boiling Is 
tho next best method of preparation. Fried 
flsh, like friod beef, is almost wholly Indi¬ 
gestible, QCStho fat renders the lean or albu¬ 
minous portion of tho flsh ulmost wholly 
Incapable of digestion by the gastrio juice. 
—Voice. _ 

The Mils In Many Countries. 

The English mile, used also in this coun¬ 
try, measures 1,7«0 yards, or 6,280 feet. 
But tho mile of foreign countries varies 
almost as much as the language, so that 
traveling a mile Is ono thing olthor short¬ 
er or longer, In other countries. The 
French system of tho * ‘kilometer," or 1.000 
motors, Is also used in Belgium and Ilol- 
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land. To cyclers and others traveling in 
thoso countries the kilometer—equal to 
1,994 yards— Is used as a mile measure. 
Tim Spanish mile is 1,622 yards, and the 
Russian only 1, U*7 yards. Hut the Chinese 
have the easiest time of nil in making a 
mile record, their milo Is iog only 000 
yards. In Norway and Sweden the mllo 
is 11,000 yards, and in Germany it equals 
throe English miles. Other difYcrcflccs 
arc: Italian, 2,025 yards; Portuguese, 
2,260; Austria, 8,997, and lX'nmark, 8,238.

Wilt Likely be Tried Here. 

It looks as if the Bank Robbery case will 
be tried at Napanee. The Crown’s appli 
cation for a change of venue, on the ground 
that a fair trial cannot be secured in Len¬ 
nox k Addington, has been refused bv 
Justice Robertson . In refusing the motion 
llis Lordship said that the affidavits sup 
porting the application for a change of 
venue show only the appreliension, belief or 
opinion of the deponents in the matter, 
and that is not sufficient. His Lordship 
farther pointed out that the power of the 
crown to challenge jurors is greater than 
that of the prisoners and as Lennox A 
Addington has a population of 89.000, a 
large panel may be drawn. 

Lennox Election Voided. 

The petition against the election of B. 
E. AvlsWortb, which was set down for trial 
at the Coart Houae here on Monday, has 
been withdrawn, and the election was for¬ 
mally voided by Justices Falcon bridge and 
Street at Osgoode Hall on Monday. Thos. 
Milbnrne, of Richmond township, was the 
only witness oalled. He admitted having 
been offered $2 for bis vote by Nelson Ells¬ 
worth, an agent of the respondent. R. A. 
Grant, counsel for the respondent, admitted 
the charge, and on the evidence the 
court declared the election void. In drop¬ 
ping the protest the petitioner withdrew all 
the personal allegations against Mr. Ayls- 
worth and will pay bit own costs. A new 
election will follow an<l in all probability 
Mr. Aylswortb and Dr. Meacham will 
again bo the opposing* candidates. 

In a Talking Mood. 

Detective Greer, the man who announced 
he was on the fence during the first pre¬ 
liminary investigation of the charges 
against Ponton, has been talking to the 
Toronto World. He still clings to his old 
theory that the safe was cracked by an in- 
aid* man. He say*: “ Pare tells a straight 
story, which I have proven by investigation. 
The only trouble is, will a jury believe him 
and plaoe enough ooDfidence in his evidence 
to convict V" Now if Detective Greer bad 
as.mach gumption as some people oredit 
him with, he wouldn’t be coughing np his 
insides to a reporter. What he believes 
won’t have mich bearing on the case, 
which most stand or fall on the evi¬ 
dence submitted at the trial. Mr. 
Greer is entitled to his opinion but is woe 
folly lacking in judgment in giving expres 
sion to it. He farther says that all the 
prisoners are standing their imprisonment 
well, although Mackie frets about bis bail 
a good deal.
